hijjh prices of foodstuffs. Take Cor example the case of 
the city woman who 
was offered beans 
by a farmer 


who called at her door. - 


"How much do you ask?" she inquired. 
"I'm selling at the rate of $6 per-bushel." 
"Six dollars per-bushel;" exclaimed the housewife 


in righteous indignation. "Why, I can buy all the beans 
I want at the corner grocery at fifteen cents a pound." 


The farmer might, had he cared, have 'explained 


that beans at fifteen cents a pound are S8 a bushel. The 
woman was so. impressed with- the difference in sound 
between 50 and fifteen cents, however, that she prob- 
ably could not have been made to believe that the lat- 
ter was fifty per cent greater than the former. 


Then there is the case of the farmer who 
sold a 


load of potatoes to a grocer at $1.75 a bushel. .Before 
he had left the premises, a woman customer came along 
o.nd bought sonic of the potatoes at seven cents a -pound. 
In other words, she paid at the rate of $4.20 per bush- 
el for what had cost $1.75. 


The farmer worked for months over 
his .potato 


field, plowing, harrowing, planting, fighting weeds and 
bugs, digging, gathering,' sorting, and hauling to mar- 
ket." -For a sca.son's effort he received ?1.75 per bushel, 
while the retailer quickly realized, with little
